Medina Trial 
Scheduled 
to Resume

FT. MCPHERSON, Ga. (AP) 


— The trial of Capt. Emest Me- 
dina, charged with assault and 
murder of 102 Vietnamese civil- 
ians during the My Lai raid in 
March 1968, resumes today. 


It has been in recess since 


July 28 while nearly 50 wit- 
nesses were being summoned. 


The 34-year-old Medina, who 


won the Silver Star for heroism 
in combat in Vietnam, will be 
tried before a jury of five offi- 
cers, all of whom served in 
Vietnam. 


The wiry, black-haired cap- 


tain, of Mexican-American ex- 
traction, will be tried on a non- 
capital basis. The maximum 
sentence a jury could give him, 
therefore, would be life impris- 
onment. 


While the captain is charged 


with premeditated murder, the 
Army says he is not accused of 
personally killing all of the 102 
persons. Maj. William Eckhard, 
the Army prosecutor, has said 
Medina is accused of acting as 
a "principal" to the killings, 
one who "counsels, commends 
of procures another to commit 
an offense." 


Medina, a Montrose, Colo., 


resident, was the commander 
of Charlie Company when the 
Americal Division staged an in- 
fantry assault on the Vietnam- 
ese village March 16, 1968. 


One of his platoon leaders 


that day was Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr., who was convicted 
March 29 at Ft. Benning, Ga. of 
22 murders. Calley was tried on 
a capital basis but the jury set 
his sentence at life. His case is 
under review.

"Because nobody can tell a 


teen-ager what to do!" 


I though this amusing at the 


time. I felt she was wrong. I 
felt any parent could always 
tell a teen-ager what to do. 
What I found out, however, as 
most parents of my acquaint- 
ance say was their experience, 
is that you have total freedom 
to tell a teen-ager what to do. 
The only difficulty is in getting 
the teen-ager to do it.

"I loved my father and moth- 


er and I did everything they 
told me to. So why don't you do 
what I tell you to?"

Japan Says

Broyles Will 
Go for Short 
Yardage

FAYF.TTEVILLE, Ark. (AP)- 


Frank Broyles has borrowed a 
page from Darrell Royal's play 
book to give Arkansas' short 
yardage attack more versatil- 
ity. 


Broyles has incorporated the 


Wishbone-T which Royal has 
used with such great success at 
Texas the past three years. 


For most of 1968, 1969 and 1970 
Arkansas could, and did, turn 
to tailback Bill Burnett in most 
short yardage situations. Bur- 
nett was virtually unstoppable 
on the goal line, scoring 49 
touchdowns. 


Naturally, the Razorbacks' at- 


tack in close became stereo- 
typed. 


Broyles says the Wishbone, 


which the Razorbacks used a 
great deal in spring practice, 
gives the offense "broader strik- 
ing areas." 


"The Wishbone forces the de- 


fense to defend the width of the 
field," he said. 


There were some who said 


the Wishbone did not lend it- 
self to a passing attack. With 
Joe Ferguson at quarterback, 
any offense lends itself to a 
passing attack. 


Ferguson, 
a 
6-foot-2, 
175- 


pounder has been getting rave 
notices since his high school 
days at Shreveport, La., Wood- 
lawn. At Woodlawn, Ferguson 
broke the passing records of 
Terry Bradshaw—the first-round 
draft choice in the National 
Football League in 1970. 


"Joe has a great arm with ex- 


treme accuracy," says Don 
Breaux, the Razorbacks' offen- 
sive backfield coach. "He is cap- 
able of throwing the ball out- 
side as well as anyone I have 
seen on any level." 


"Ferguson is an exceptional 


passer," says Broyles. "He has 
quick feet and quick hands and 
can scramble with the football. 
He also worked very hard on 
running the option play and did 
a good job with it this spring." 


Besides 48 of 86 passes for 744 


yards last year, Ferguson 
gained valuable experience in 
lengthy mop-up roles behind 
''Bill Montgomery. 


1 Ferguson will be throwing to 
Jim Hodge, a teammate at 
Shreveport, and Mike Reppond, 
a junior letterman, this fall. 


Hodge started at flanker as a 


sophomore last year and caught 
16 passes for 397 yards—an av- 
erage of almost 25 yards a 
catch. Reppond, who made an 
excellent impression

spring, caught nine passes for 
164 yards as a reserve in 1970. 


Besides the overhead route, 


the Razorbacks will be able to 
score on the ground with the 
likes of Jon Richardson, Russ 
Garber, Dicky Morton and Skip- 
per DeBorde doing the ball-car- 
rying. 


Richardson, a game-breaker, 


averaged more than four yards a 
try last year while racking up

The latest chapter in the Alli- 


son and Petty show was played 
in Michigan Sunday, but the 
auto racing weekend also saw 
Mark Donohue wrap up his sec- 
ond Trans-American sedan title 
and Bobby Unser break into the 
winner's circle for the first 
time since June 17, 1970. 


Bobby Allison beat stock car 


king Richard Petty by three 
car lengths to win the Yankee 
400 mile stock car race at 
Michigan International Speed- 
way, making it the third time 
in three weeks these two have 
battled to the wire. 


Petty's 
car-length 
triumph 


over Allison in the Dixie 500 at 
Atlanta Aug. 1 propelled the ac- 
knowledged stock car king past 
the $1 million mark in career 
winnings. 


Allison out-duelled Petty in a 


short track vent in Winston-Sa- 
lem, N.C., the next week Petty 
came back to beat the newest of 
his rivals in another small track 
affair at Ona, W.Va., last 
weekend. 


And there was doubt at Cam- 


bridge, Junction, Mich., Sunday 
as to who would hit the check- 
ered flag first. Allison led 156 
of the 
197 laps around 
the 


banked oval, but in the end had 
to chase Petty down with only 
three laps to go in order to take 
the victory. 


Allison's average speed was a 


record 149.799 miles per hour. 
His $15,695 first prize check 
boosted his season's earnings to 
$150,480—the best year he has 
ever had. Petty now lacks only 
$75 of climbing past the $200,000 
mark for the first season in his 
career. 


Buddy Baker, Petty's team- 


mate, was third in a Dodge. 
Maynard Troyer of Spencer- 
port, N.Y., who narrowly es- 
caped with his life in a wreck 
at Daytona Beach in February, 
was fourth in a Mercury.

Regulations 
About Same

WASHINGTON (AP) - An- 


ticipating excellent fall flights, 
the Interior 
Department an- 


nounced 
Saturday 
waterfowl 


regulation frameworks within 
which states select their 1971-72 
hunting seasons. 


The frameworks are about 


the same as last season and 
most species of ducks are ex- 
pected to be moving down fly- 
ways as abundantly as in 1970, 
a good year for waterfowl hunt- 
ers, Interior spokesman said. 


The regulations are based on 


predictions by Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologists who in recent 
months have been making aeri- 
al surveys of nesting grounds in 
the north. 


Optimism comes from habitat 


conditions in the prairie pot- 
holes of Canada and the north- 
ern United States where many 
of the favored game ducks 
breed. 


These conditions have been 


described as excellent the past 
three years, following several 
years of drought. 


The framework 
regulations 


were established after recom- 
mendations were made by state 
wildlife agencies, flyway coun- 
cils and private conservation 
and wildlife organizations. 


They are designed to main- 


tain high breeding population 
levels of waterfowl while pro- 
viding good hunting. 


Specific hunting 
regulations 


within the Interior frameworks 
will be announced by state fish 
and game agencies. 


Although the waterfowl situ- 


ation is generally good, Interior 
said, there will be some special 
restrictions in certain flyways 
on species including canvas- 
backs, redheads, wood ducks 
and black ducks. 


Some goose flocks still need 


special protection by regulation 
although goose populations are 
generally in good condition, it 
was reported. 


Dates within which states 


may select open seasons, the 
length of the open season, bag 
limits and other special pro- 
visions include: 


Central Flyway 


States may fix, between Oct. 


1 and Jan. 16, concurrent open 
seasons on ducks and coots of 
(a) 70 days with basic bag lim- 
its on ducks of 5 daily and 10 in 
possession, or (b) 55 days with 
basic bag limits on ducks of 6 
daily and 12 in possession; and 
a bag limit on coots of 15 daily 
and 30 in possession. 


Daily bag limits on ducks 


may not include more than 2 
wood ducks and one canvas- 
back or one redhead. The pos- 
session limit may not include 
more than 4 wood ducks and 
one canvasback 
or one red- 


head. 


The bag limit on mergansers 


is 5 daily and 10 in possession, 
of which not more than one 
daily and 2 in possession may 
be hooded mergensers. 


If a special point system sea- 


son is selected by the states, 90- 
day seasons may be set in the 
High Plains Mallard Manage- 
ment Unit portions of Colorado, 
Kansas, 
Montana, Nebraska, 


New Mexico, South Dakota and 
Wyoming. 


Flyway seasons 
on geese 


may be selected between Oct. 1 
and Jan. 16 with a daily bag 
and possession limit of 5. Lim- 
its are are 
lower in some 


states. 


Pacific Flyway 


States may select, between 


Oct. 2 and Jan. 16, concurrent 
open seasons on ducks, coots 
and gallinule of (a) 93 days 
with basic bag limits on ducks 
of 6 daily and 12 in possession, 
or a daily bag and possession 
limit of 7 ducks; or (b) 79 days 
with basic bag limits on ducks 
of 7 daily and 14 in possession, 
or a daily bag and possession 
limit of 8 ducks. 


The Columbia basin states of 


Washington, Oregon and Idaho 
may set open seasons on ducks, 
coots and gallinule of 107 days 
between Oct. 2 and Jan. 23 with 
basic limits on ducks of 7 daily 
and 14 in possession. 


The bag limit on mergansers 


is 5 daily and 10 in possession, 
of which not more than one 
daily and 2 in possession may 
be hooded mergansers. 


Flyway states may set an 


open season on geese of 93 days 
with a basic daily bag and pos- 
session limit of 6, provided that 
the daily bag limit does not in- 
clude more than 3 geese of the 
dark species. In Washington 
and Idaho the daily bag limit is 
three and the possession limit

Only 13 per cent of 
cancers in women are from 
the skin. In men, 18 per cent 
of the cancers are of the 
lungs—and 
most 
of them 


could be prevented by not 
smoking cigarettes. 


Most skin cancers can be 


cured if they are completely 
r e m o v e d early. So can 
many other cancers. 


No, I don't think radium 


m a k e s the disease more 
painful and drawn out. I am 
also hopeful that a major 
national effort can lick the 
cancer problem soon. Mean- 
while, I'm not for euthana- 
sia. I am not God. I haven't 
seen many doctors who were 
canonized. Doctors should do 
the best they can to relieve 
human suffering and help 
people regain or maintain 
their health and that is all.

early visit to the 
doctor. 


These include: unexplained 
weight loss, change in bowel

But the idea has caught 


on. Slowly, al first, but with 
increasing interest, s t a l e 
legislatures have begun se- 
riously to consider a major 
alteration in the method of 
compensating motorists for 
the damages t h a t result 
Irom auto crashes. 


To understand the attrac- 


tions of no-fault insurance, 
you need only look at the 
figures for the other kind. 
The kind of coverage we've 
all been used to uses up 
about half the money paid 
in premiums to prove re- 
sponsibility. This l e a v e s 
slightly more than one buck 
out of every two to compen- 
sate victims for their acci- 
dents. 


Why spend so much on liti- 


gation? A g o o d question, 
critics said. They suggested 
going at it the other way. 


Why not approach it as we 


do health insurance, they 
asked? No one spends huge 
sums trying to prove who 
gave you hepatitis. The sole 
aim of the insurer is to pay 
the costs of curing you. 


The new concept split the 


insuring industry down the 
middle. Half saw the new 
method as a way of cutting 
back on costs that had gone 
berserk. 


The other half worried that 


the permissiveness of the 
new system would lead to 
more accidents.

the plans do not go far enough. 


The heads of two of the Big 


Three automakers praised the 
President's move but an execu- 
tive of a textile manufacturers 
group said the proposals "just 
won't get the job done." 


No comment was immediate- 


ly available from the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 


An AFL-CIO spokesman said 


the labor organization probably 
would comment on the moves 
later today. AFL-CIO President 
George Meany has previously 
endorsed wage and price con- 
trols is applied equitably across 
the board. 


"I am pleased with the Presi- 


dent's approach to these prob- 
lems which have a bearing on 
all business," said James M

Motors Corp. "He has taken the 
initiative in identifying some of 
these problems and coming to 
grips with them."

She 
hasn't missed a day. 


Tracy Ann is very loving and 


proud now, full of big plans for 
her future. Now she takes me 
into her confidence. 


"I may not be a teacher or a 


nurse," she said. "I may be ei- 
ther an actress or a veter- 
inarian." 


Anything you want to be, hon- 


ey. The world is yours. 


As I said at the start, there is 


no greater rescue from the 
minionship of parenthood than 
to see your teen-ager begin to 
be a human being. Perhaps 
there'll be no light at the end of 
the tunnel, and posterity is 
worthwhile after all, as we 
hope it was to our own fathers 
and mothers.
